Van Cleef wins baseball award 


The American Baseball Coaches 
Association recently honored Dr. Ray¬ 
mond Van Cleef, vice president for educa¬ 
tional and student services. 

“That award was the culmination of a 
number of things in my life dealing with 
athletics,” Van Cleef said. 

ABCA is a national organization 
“primarily of college baseball coaches,” 
Van Cleef said, and those who have been 
successful in society and the work world 
after leaving college athletics. 

“Matt Bolger, a coach at Sul Ross State 
University, suggested my name to the AB¬ 
CA board of directors, who took into con¬ 
sideration the records and ac¬ 
complishments of all those who were 
recommended, then made their decision,” 
Van Cleef said. 

More than 400 people, primarily college 
baseball coaches, attended the awards lun¬ 
cheon at the Dallas Hyatt-Regency Hotel 
in conjunction with the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association meetings. 

“They read a list of people who have 
received the award in the past. There were 
probably some 30 names called out, and 
though I don’t remember all of them, a few 
stick out in my memory,” Van Cleef said. 
‘ ‘The first person to receive this award was 


Lou Gehrig.” Eugene McCarthy and Vice 
President George Bush have also been 
recipients. 

Van Cleef received a BS degree from 
Rutgers University in New Jersey and a 
master of education at Sul Ross State 
University in Alpine. He completed his 
doctor of education at the University of 
Wyoming. 

Prior to serving in the Air Force during 
the Korean conflict, Van Cleef played pro¬ 
fessional baseball in Detroit. 

“I was signed with the Tigers and played 
in their minor league system for one year 
before going into the Air Force,” Van 
Cleef said. “I had pitched in college, but 
primarily became a centerfielder for the 
Tigers.” 

He then taught and coached baseball, 
and assisted in basketball and football at 
junior and senior high schools in the Dallas 
Independent School District. 

Through 1957-62 Van Cleef coached 
baseball and basketball as well as serving 
as dean of student life and associate pro¬ 
fessor of education, dean of men and assis- 
tant professor at Sul Ross State University. 

“From 1966-68,1 spent two years with 
the State Department and the Agency for 
International Development as a consultant 


to the South Vietnamese government’s 
ministry of education,” Van Cleef said. 

South Vietnam has a series of univer¬ 
sities and teacher education colleges that 
had been established by the French, who 
has colonized that area, Van Cleef said. 

“The French had an elitist approach to 
education that it was meant only for some 
people. Our government saw that for up¬ 
ward movement in society to exist, in order 
to democratize the country, higher educa¬ 
tion would have to be available to 
everyone,” Van Cleef said. 

By both establishing new schools and 
educating young men and women in the 
United States and then returning them to 
their own country, Van Cleef commented, 
the program greatly improved their quali¬ 
ty of education. 

Upon returning from Vietnam, which he 
eventually visited most of, Van Cleef serv¬ 
ed as dean of student development at Tar¬ 
rant County Junior College, until 1975, 
when he was named their dean of instruc¬ 
tion. He held that position for 12 years 
before coming to TJC last June. 

“They said that the award Deceived was 
for accomplishments and contributions 
after leaving college athletics,” Van Cleef 
said.
